Tribe of Eskimos Foond. 


The remnant of a remarkable and 


hitherto lost tribe of Eskimos has re- 
cently been discovered on Southampton 
island, at the extreme north end of 
Hudson bay. It is said that until re- 
cently these people have never had an 
opportanity of seeing a white man. 
Then- huts are built of the great ja-ws 
of vrhales, covered with skins. In the 
middle is an elevation, on which is a 
stone lamp used for lighting, heating, 
ccoking, melting snow and 
drying 


clothes. The lamp is only a dish of 
whale oil, in which is a wick of dry 
moss. Indeed the whale is the chief 
means by which these people live, the 
bones being utilized for making plates, 
cups and sledges, but they also use 
sledges of walrus tusks, with deer an- 
tlers for crosspieces. The tribe is al- 
most extinct, as only some sixteen are 
left. They speak a dialect peculiar to 
themselves and are very daring hunt- 
ers.

The fish doctor, like the regular doc- 


tor, gives medicine, performs surgical 
operations and superintends bis pa- 
tients' diet and environment. These 
are the principal operations which he 
performs: Trimming tbe fish's tail with 
fish shears when fungous jrowtlis en- 
large it; stripping the fish to remove 
the eggs or milt that have nor been 
naturally deposited; excising with the 
lance tumors, lacerated scales and 
splinters of bone. 


Among the medicines that tbe Csli 


doctor gives are castor oil for swelling 
of the swimming bladder and mix vom- 
lea for debility, and emaciation. This 
specialist also presides over the food 
of the fish, inspects their food troughs 
thoroughly and makes microscopic ex- 
aminations of tlieir water to see that it 
contains the proper life giving elements 
lu their due proportions. Regarding 
these matters, which are as important 
to healthy as to sick fish, tbe leading 
fish doctor of Philadelphia recently 
said: 


"A food, trough of enameled ware 


that will not rust should be used for 
fiali. At the same time each day their 
oatmeal should be put in this trough, 
which should always be kept in the 
same place, and as a consequence cf 
this treatment the fish will gather 
around their trough at mealtime, which 
they will instinctively recognize, as 
groedlly as hogs, burying tlieir noses 
in the food when it Is set before them 
and crowding and pushing oae another 
in a healthy, ravenous and hoglike 
manner. The trough should be cleaned 
once a day lest It get sour, but the wtv 
ter of the fish should rarely be changed. 
Even wbeii it becomes foul smelling it 
sliould only be changed gradually— a 
quart ii day, say— for to clmuge it all 
at once has the effect of a terrible ex- 
posure— is, indeed, the same as if you 
should snatch a child from its warm 
bed and lay it naked out of doors in the 
cold night wind and snow." 


It is not the detention of fish from 


then- native element that makes fisli 
surgery difficult, for they can be kept 
out of tbe water for five, Six and sev- 
en minutes without the slightest harm 
to them, and there is no operation that 
requires a longer splice of time. 
But 


what makes it .difficult is the disincli- 
nation of the flesh to heal after it has 
been cut. A wound to heal requires to 
be dry. Nothing is more deleterious to 
it than any sort of moisture, and hence 
the troubles of a fish wound bathed 
afad soaked in water all ihe time. Ir>- 
«vltably, therefore, fish operations arc* 
simple and slight 


One of them is the trimming of tails 


enlarged to unwieldiness by growths 
of fungus. In this work slmrp shears, 
with blades oddly curved— fish shears- 
are employed. The fish is lifted from 
the water and held head downward 
while its tail is being trimmed. A dex- 
terous operator gets through the work 
in two or three minutes. There is no 
flow of blood and no gaping wound 
that will not heal: hence tail trimming 
is in nine cases out of ten successful. 
It must be resorted to often with Jap- 
anese goldfish, for these costly and 
graceful creatures, with their resem- 
blance to strange golden flowers. ha\e 
tails bigger than their bodies, and when 
their tails, as frequently happens, be- 
come affected with fungus, they are un- 
able to swim well, and sometimes, in- 
deed, they drown. A fish "drowns" 
technically when, floating with its head 
out of the water, it dies from asphyxia- 
tion. 
„ 


The knife is used on fish to remove 


tumors or lacerated scales or splintered 
bones, which, unexcised, would cause 
the fish's death. Lacerations of the 
scales are only treated when they are 
so severe that the fish without treat- 
ment would surely die. This operation 
Is successful in about 70 per cent of the 
cases. The remaining' 30 per cent die 
because their wounds do not heal. 


Stripping is an operation resorted to 


when, in the breeding season, the fish, 
through some malady or other, does 
not deposit naturally its eggs or its 
milt. The patient In this operation is 
held with the left hand while with the 
right a firm pressure is exerted along 
its sides from the breast down to the 
tail. Stripping is the least dangerous 
'of .all the operations in fish surgery. 


Admirable results are obtained by 


dosing fish with medicines. Castor oil, 
for swelling of the swimming bladder, 
is a remedy that seldom fails. A fish's 
dose of castor oil Is one drop, diluted 
•lightly. The liquid may be adminis- 
tered eHher with a spoon ,or with a 
quill toothpick. Tbe process In each 
case is similar. The fish is held in an 
erect position, its head well up, nnd the 
drippings from the toothpick or the 
contents of the spoou are directed into 
Its mouth. Sometimes they flow forth 
again through the gills, and in this 
event the dose must be repented. 


A swollen swimming bladder Is a 


frequent and dangerous ailment of 
captive fish. Under It they become ex- 
tremely corpulent nnd unwieldy. 
At 


length they turu over nnd float on their 
bncks. Finally they die. But In nine 
cases out of ten one dose of castor oil 
cures this disease In a day. Fish often 
lose appetites, become thin and weak 
nnd apathetic. -Their trouble then Is 
stomachic, and nux vomlca, with them 
as with hurunn l«>ings, affords quick 
relief, A drop of dilute nux vomlca 
will bring back a fish's appetite, re- 
store it« weight and make It active and 
cheerful.— New York Trlbunf. 


Warning; to T»»»e Who Take SB**

Dover 
people 


with no fuel on hand can get hajpJ 
coal in Portsmouth, while Dover coal 
dealers, with soft coal and wood on 
hand, cannot. This appears, if our 
correspondent is correctly informed, 
to be! the case.

FISH VERY SCARCE. 


A Famine Threatens Cities On the 


New England Coast. 


Portsmouth people are just begin- 


ning to get accustomed to the coai 
famine, when now another scare in 
the nature of a fioh famine is1 threat- 
ened. Only a few pounds of fresh, fish 
have been received at this port in a 
week, and it will be the last of the 
present week probably before any 
considerable catch comes in. 


This 'same 
condition 
exists 
all 


along the New England coast. The 
fresh fish in 
Portland, Gloucester, 


and other fishing ports is becoming 
so scarce that it is rea'ily a rarity. 


The past ten days of gales' has kept 


all fishing craft in port, with the re- 
sult that they have been unable to 
get out and. bring in any trips of fish. 


What little fish is to be had is high 


in price, but like the coal, the price 
makes no difference because there is 
practically no fish to be had. The 
weather has also kept 
the lobdter 


smacks in, so that lobster are a's 
scarce as the ordinary 
fish.

price on the shell fish has gone up. 


Wednesday morning a strong off- 


shore breeze was blowing, but none 
of th'e fishing fleet ventured to go out 
as> the weather outside was still very 
threatening. 


Whoever brings in the first load 


may be sure of getting fairly good 
prices.
